Gerry Bouchard, it turned out, had, on his 
own accord, gone up on Ballardvale Street and 
talked with the residents of that street about 
the problems of having the street reconst ructed 
under the provisions of Chapter 90, of the 
General Laws. 

As a‘result 9 out of 10 residents had with- 
dram any claim that might come up, against rhe 
town, and the Selectmen proceeded, forthwith, 
to vote to have the street reconstructed to a 
point beyond the driveway of Mrs Amy Whitten. 

To John Brooks the iniative displayed by 
Bouchard was a most amazing thing. It was just 
simply wonderful. He was very enthusiastic, and 
began to talk about the possibilitiesof having 
an informal discussion soon with residents of 
the Burlington Avenue area, to see if that 
street could be reconstructed without too much 
to pay in land damages.
